It was Springtime in Ohio a few 
years before the Civil War when a boy 
named Jim came to work on Worthy 
Taylor’s farm. Jim 
did 
odd 
jobs 
around the farm all Summer. He ate 
in the kitchen and slept in the hay­ 
mow. But when Jim fell in love with 
Taylor’s daughter, the 
farmer 
re­ 
fused to let him marry her. He told 
Jim bluntly he had no 
name, 
no 
money and very poor prosepcts as a 
young man. So Jim put his few posses­ 
sions in his old carpet bag and disap­ 
peared. 


Twenty-five years 
later, 
Taylor 
was pulling down his old 
barn 
to 
make room for a new one. In one of 
the rafters above the haymow he dis­ 
covered that Jim had carved his full 
name — James A. Garfield. 
He was 
then President of the United States. 


We never can tell 
where 
great 
succes will come from. It may come 
from poverty or from plenty. 
Many 
people who were born in the cellar 
have come upstairs in the world. But 
it is also true that many people who 
are born in log cabins become Presi­ 
dent. Success depends upon the pro­ 
per functioning of the glands — the 
sweat glands. 


You can’t be a howling success 
simply by howling. The only person 
who makes a success running other 
people down is the elevator boy. But 
the manufacturer who makes the best 
of things usually succeeds. A prosper­ 
ous soap manufacturer was asked to 
what he attributed his success, and he 
replied: “To clean living.”

The New Look 


The dead can communicate with Arthur 
Ford. In a way they have the edge. 
I was only able to talk with his assistant. 
But the assistant, Bill 
Harrold, 
cleared up some 
misconceptions that people 
have about people who talk 
to dead people. 
If you 
believe t h e s e 
spirits have an inside track 
on what’s going on, you’re 
wrong. 
“They don’t know any­ 
more than we do here,’’ Har­ 
rold said. 
"There’s no rea­ 
son why they should.” 
Harrold, who referred to this life as 
“Heaven’s lunatic asylum,’ 
explained that 
contacting those who have gone over isn t as 
simple as picking up a phone and dialing. 
A person can’t simply say that he wants 
to talk to Abraham Lincoln or John Donne. 
There has to be a close spiritual bond be­ 
tween the live person and the one that isn t. 
Harrold is a dedicated man and his sin­ 
cerity comes through, 
lie’s as zealous as a 
missionary and he strongly believes in Ford 
and the Spiritual Frontier Fellowship. 
In a nutshell, one of Ford’s purposes and 
one of the purposes of the fellowship is to 
“prove survival.” 
Harrold, Ford and the Fellowship are 
sure that they have achieved this goal. 
But 
this is only a small part of their overall pur- 
pose. 
The purpose is “to sponsor, explore and 
interpret the growing interest in psychic 
phenomena and mystical experiences within 
the historic Church wherever these exper­ 
iences are relative to effective prayer, spirit­ 
ual healing and personal survival.” 
Ford recently made news on most front 
_ p a g e s when he acted as a “channel” between 
Bishop Pike and his dead son. 
Harrold explained that the word medium 
does not convey the proper meaning of the 
contact. 
He prefers to use “channel” be­ 
cause the word “medium” has a connotation 
which isn’t desired. 
Ford uses “Fletcher,” a spirit—incident­ 
ally not an Indian spirit—to establish contact 
with Bishop Pike’s son. 
After Bishop Pike announced that con­ 
tact was established, a storm of criticism 
followed. 
The Mercury received many let­ 
ters from people who quoted the Bible in con­ 
demning Bishop Pike. 
Harrold answered these critics by claim­ 
ing most people take certain phrases from 
the Bible to attack a belief. 
He pointed out that the Bible says “Stone 
a witch” and if you read farther it also advo­ 
cates the stoninf of those who shaved off 
their beards. 
Pottstonians would have been okay dur­ 
ing the sesqui-centennial but if beardless 
persons were stoned today there would be a 
lot of rocks flying around. 
Of course, there are some beardless per 
sons who are stoned every now and then. 
Ford and the Spiritual Frontier Fellow 
ship are also concerned with spiritual heal­ 
ing and Harrold cites the strong movement 
today in various churches to conduct healing 
services. 
Ford’s movement embraces all religions 
according to Harold. 
He says that ministers, priests and rabbis 
are members.

Needlework Guild Shows 
True Meaning of Charity

St. Paul’s admonition to the Corinthians, ‘‘And now 
abideth faith, hope and charity, these three, but the greatest 
of these is charity,” was puzzling to a child whose contact 
with the word was her elders’ comment, ‘‘poor but too 
proud to accept charity,” or, an oft repeated phrase in the 
movies of the day, ‘‘I don’t want your charity!” 
Then a wise minister instructed ‘ Substitute the words 
‘Christian love’ for ‘charity’ To give of oneself without 
thought of return, to judge with kindness and to use one’s 
talents for the benefit of others, that is charity.” 
Too often today, charity is so organized and impersonal 
it destroys rather than builds. An exception is Needlework 
Guild of America. 
Organized in April 1885 in Philadelphia by a group of 
women of wealth, its avowed purpose was to build morale 
among the city’s poor. The founders used their talents as 
needlewomen to make articles of clothing, to be given to 
those who were always garbed in hand me downs from the 
welfare barrel or the second hand store. 
For, they figured, what happier moment could a little 
girl have, than to receive two pretty new dresses to wear 
to school; or wouldn’t a man applying for a job have more 
confidence and make a better impression if his shirt was 
new and not frayed at the cuffs? 
A young mother might have more joy in caring for 
her new baby, if the layette was new’, and a few pieces of 
new household linen could launch a newly m arried couple 
on a happier life together. 
Sound far fetched? Those of us who have never had 
the experience will never know. The local welfare agencies 
attest to the soundness of the idea and can cite many in­ 
stances 
where, without

IT GREW AND GREW 
The idea must have been sound, for it spread through­ 
out the nation. Pottstown organized a branch in the Fall 
of 1896. Women sewed, knitted and crocheted throughout 
the Summers, singly or in groups, and the result of their 
labor was displayed at the annual Fall meetings. Surround­ 
ing communities were not slow in organizing branches and 
the whole area is in a ferm ent right now, as branch di­ 
rectors contact contributors, pair items and ready dona­ 
tions for the various ingatherings. 
Most of the items are purchased, not handmade, these 
days. But the note of caring is still there; for each donor 
selects her gifts with thought and discrimination. The in­ 
gathering of the Pottstown branch, at Christ Episcopal 
church, is always a thing of beauty, attesting to the love 
underlying the gifts. 
It is a charity anyone may join. Membership fee is 
two garm ents of the sam e size, so there will be “one to 
wear and one to wash,” early slogan of the organization. 
Honey may be contributed to the shoe fund. Any member 
obtairing 22 articles and a money mem ber becomes a di­ 
rector. Simple, isn’t It? Yet. so effective.
